In four years, from 1930 on, 34 Ontario 
municipalities defaulted, with debts total- 
ling $103,000,000, about two-thirds the 
debt of the province of Alberta.

Found Money - For Armaments 


By cutting down the value of the franc 
the Government of France -has made a 
profit of 25,000,000,000 francs on the huge 
store of gold it still has on hand after the 
steady export to Britain and the United 
States. 

The correspondents, being tactful men, 
are careful to point out these are “paper 
profits”. But since France and the world 
at large are now doing business with 
“paper,” these profits will buy just as 
much material and pay just as many men 
to fabricate it into warships or oth. > na- 
tional requirements as thougn across the 
face of each paper franc there was printed 
the legend that the treasury in Paris 
would redeem it for so many grains of gold 
that nobody is likely to want. 

That most of the 25,000,000,000 will 
go into armaments seems to be likely, and 
to be agreed. What else is Europe spend- 
ing money on today? And what govern- 
ment there isn't so spending all it can get 
hands on? 

Governments do strange things to get 
money for armaments, and rightly so 
when armament is the only argument war- 
makers will pay attention to.. Seldom has 
any done a stranger thing than the Gov- 
ernment of France—the last country to 
quit the gold standard—in thus cashing in 
on “paper profits” for armament money. 


But why can’t some of these “unortho- 
dox” things be done to arm a nation 
against unemployment, relief waste, and 
all the misery and disintegration that fol- 
low? Jf governments showed one-tenth the 
resource and daring about raising money 
for national conservation that they show 
in raising money for protection against 
outside enemies, the only idlers in the 
world would be the rich and the lazy. 


Editorial Notes 


At Prince Albert a young man, with 
only two months to serve out of a nine- 
month sentence, broke bounds and es- 
caped. Likely enough the blame will be 
placed on the prison authorities for trust- 
ing him to clean up the yard without a 
guard. In these days of high pressure 
sympathy for law-breakers, when jail offi- 
cials aren't being blamed for treating pri- 
soners too harshly they are accused of 
tempting them to flee if they let them out 
of sight. 

Mr. Graham Towers says the Bank of 
Canada should not aim to “have a finger 
in every pie”. Just what he means per- 
haps only a banker can understand. The 
public have not been finding fault with the 
Bank for meddling too much with the 
financial set-up- Very much the contrary, 
They would like to see the Bank openly 
Managing money and credit in terms of 
the public need. Maybe the Bank is doing 
this on the quiet. It should let its light 
shine. Nobody gets any applause for do- 
ing good by stealth.

I have received so many letters lately from 
readers of this column who wish me to publish 
answers to their questions about acne that T 
believe the best way to handle the situation is 
to devote another article to the subject, covering 
all of the main points inquired about in a single 
article. 


Many of those who have developed acne 
have noticed scarring or pitting of the skin and 
several questions deal with the best way of re- 
moving these skin blemishes. When the pits are 
not too deep, the method I advise is local treat- 
ment given with the ultra violet ray. The treat- 
ment must be controlled as to produce a peeling 
of the skin. This often has the desirable effect 
of bringing out a new, fresh skin which is free 
from blemishes. 


Sevetal questions wish to know about the 
proper cleansing of the face when pimples are 
present. As a general rule the patient troubled 
with acne has an oily or greasy skin and this 
fact makes proper cleansing especially import- 
ant. I advise cleansing the skin surface with 
plenty of warm water and soap. The skin should 
be well rinsed. 


Some of the questions ask about the influence 
of constipation upon acne, I find that constipa- 
tion is very often present in those who are 
annoyed by these persistent ‘pimples and con- 
sider it necessary that suitable measures be used 
to correct the intestinal sluggishness. The enema 
makes an excellent temporary measure. 


Nearly all of the questions deal with some 
phase of the diet problem and many of them 
frankly ask, “What shall I eat?” 


It is my opinion that the underlying cause of 
acne is an unwholesome state of the blood pro- 
duced chiefly by dietetic errors and especially 
by the use of greasy food such as doughnuts, 
fried foods and pastry. Sometimes the chief error 
in the diet has been the overuse of candy or soda 
fountain sweets. When these errors have been 
committed, the best plan is to discontinue the 
former bad habits of eating and to substitute 
good habits in place of them. Fresh vegetables 
in abundance should be used and the patient 
should try to use a smaller amount of starch and 
sugar than he is accustomed to taking, Meat in 
moderation, simple desserts of gelatin and 
stewed fruits, eggs, Melba Toast, and a reason- 
able amount of butter may all be permitted. 

In overcoming the unnatural condition of th 
pores of the sk local treatment given with the 
ultra violet ray is often beneficial. If the patient 
can find a physician having the equipment for 
giving such treatments I suggest that they be 
tried. In the event that such treatment cannot 
be obtained readily, it is usually helpful to take 
sun baths, exposing the affected parts to sun- 
light. However, in spite of the fact that local 
treatment is a valuable adjunct, I find that the 
patient usually can not expect any permanent 
results unless he makes the necessary dietetic 
changes and keeps the intestines clean.

ANSWER: Under such circumstances, I sug- 
gest that the best plan is to purchase distilled 
water to drink. This water is obtainable in most 
cities in large containers for household use. I be- 
lieve you will find this more satisfactory than 
trying to soften the water by adding chemicals. 

QUESTION: Mrs. P. M. states: “What can I 
do for a severe earache which has driven me 
nearly frantic for the past three days and 
nights?” 
ANSWER: By the time this is published it is 
y that the earache will have been relieved. 
wever, I suggest that if you have not already 
had the ear examined, that you do so. Persistent 
earache does not occur without a good cause and 
it is the wisest plan to find out what that cause 
is, before more serious trouble develops. The use 
of the fast, together with the application of heat 
will often be successful in relieving the ordinary 
earache but it should be remembered that there 
is sorne loca] condition within the ear which is 
causing the aching sensation and this should 
be determined. 

QUESTION: Mrs. T. G. inquires: “May the 
waffle be used by those in good health?”

ter the Duke of Richmond; Shef- 
ford, after Shefford, England; Shere 
brooke, after Sir John Cape Shere 
brooke; St, Stanstead, after an Eng- 
lish village of that name; and 
Wolfe, after General Wolfe. 

The other names are souvenirs of 
either personages who played their 
part in French Caneda or of seige 
niories fpunded in the early days. 
“What's in a name?” has often been 
a study worthwhile. It is interest- 
ing a8 well as valuable in all of 
the Canedian provinces, and it is 
worth noting how many places in 
western Canada, including British

It is difficult to think and speak 
on Mother's Day without having in 
our mind the home, and so I have 
decided to take as my subject this 
afternoon “The Recovery of the 
Home.” It is felt by most people] 
that something has been lost in re- 
cent times that should be recovered 
and so our business, political and} 
national organizations stress a re-| 
covery program of some nature, | 


There is nothing, I believe, that has 
suffered more in the stress and strain 
of our day than the home. A dis- 
Unguished leader in the U.S.A. said 
recently, “The sorest spot in our 
municipal and national condition is 
the decadence of the home ides.” 
An equally noted British leader 
affirmed, “The recovery of the home 


jis the final necessity of the situa- 


tion.” 

There is a reason why the home 
is the fundamental institution upon 
which ail noble, national and in- 
ternational life is built. It is the 
one human institution built solely 
on love. It is founded by two, who 
have been made one and have 
pledged themselves to each other 
for life. There are two encouraging 
features about the home that we 
should remember and upon which 
we should work:

That is their major source of income, their 
principal business. They are always on the lookout 
for good risks. They have to avoid poor ones. 


Let us give an instance. Suppose, say, a man 
seeking a bank loan, is known to the banker as 
having no business capacity to carry out the pur- 

ses for which he wants the money. He is not 
credit-worthy—he has accumulated nothing, has 


no stake, 


The banker, anxious though he is to make loans, 
knows there is not the remotest chance that this man 
would succeed in his purpose and tells the would-be 
borrower that the bank cannot take the risk. 


But this man has a friend—a 
man who has accumulated some- 
thing and has a stake. Hearing 
of his neighbour’s difficulty, he 
goes to the bank and urges that 
the loan be made. 


“Whose money would you 
have me lend him?” asks the 
manager. “You have a deposit 
here. Would you lend your own 
money ?” 

“Not on your life,” retorts 
Mr. Blank. “Lend him the 
bank's money.” 


The bank manager, as custo- 
dian of this very man’s own 
money, then takes pains to 
point out that what the sub- 
stantial citizen is really ex 
ing, is that the bank should 
make a Joan which the citizen's 
own common sense and caution 
would compel him to refuse. 


Before such a man leaves the 
bank he usually agrees that he 
had expected the ank to lend 
where he himself would be un- 
willing. Banks have no magic 
source of credit. 


Here is the core of the whole 
business of a bank's extending 
credit. Because of the bank's 
responsibility to its depositors 
it can make loans only where 
repayment is reasonably cer- 
tain. 

To obtain a loan from a bank 
a borrower must have credit of 
his own. Seldom, if ever, is his 
credit spendable. You cannot 
apend cattle, goods in process of 
manufacture, uncaught fish, un- 
cut timber, or wheat in the 
granary. 

The bank has credit too, 
Millions of small depositors 
have, in effect, lent it their 
money. A percentage of this 
money, lal an bank experi- 
ence of withdrawals, is kept in 
cash, some more in items of a 
cash nature, more still in assets 
quickly convertible into cash, 
and more in safe investments 
such a6 marketable greens 
and other bonds. Based upon 
this, the bank can extend credit, 


Because people have confi- 
dence in bank credit, and hee 


cause every promise-to-pay ofa 


chartered bank is redeemable in 
cash, on demand, or on a fixed 
date, this form of credit is 
spendable. 


In the case of the borrower, 
credit is the personal esion 
or attribute of the individual— 
you yourself, if you are the bor- 
rower — in character, goad, 
possessions, integrity, ility 
and willingness to repay. 

Your credit is not social, in 
the sense of belonging to the 
community. When you have 
credit, it is your own just as 
your money in a savings ac- 
count is your own. The people 
at large have no conceivable 
claim upon it. 


Who monetizes credit? 


The apower mgr pration! 
urposes is this: The man who 
a and therefore controls his 
credit takes the initiative. The 
bank does not go to him. He 
goes to the bank and asks it to 
enable him to obtain credit in 
spendable form in exchange for 
his own unspendable credit. 
The bank does #0; and charges 
him a rental in the form of 
interest, until he repays. 


What happens when he se- 
cures this credit in ependable 
form ? 

He spends it. 


He pays the wages of labour, 
the cost of raw materials and of 
manufacture; the cost of seed, 
of feed for hogs and cattle, or 
the expenses of cultivating and 
harvesting} of buying bait or 
catching fish; of cutting trees or 
transporting goods, 


The whole banking process is 
made possible by the _.

WINNIPEG, May 9.—David Fin- 
gard, whose method of treating 
respiratory diseases will be in- 
vestigated by the Ontario health 
department, recently opened a 
clinic in Winnipeg and has an- 
nounced the aim of establishing 
similar clinics in other Canadian 
cities, 


Fingard, who developed the 
treatment along with another Win- 
nipeg man, the late J. J. Duke, 
achieved prominence in England in 
1935 when he answered an appeal 
by Sir Kingsley Wood, minister of 
health, for an effective cure for the 
common cold, Fingard, a chemist 
and member of a Winnipeg family, 
presented the Duke-Fingard treat- 
ment for consideration. 


Considerable controversy de- 
veloped over value of the treat- 
ment but Fingard opened a clinic 
in London and otlers were open- 
ed later in other parts of Eng- 
land and in Paris. Fingard left 
England in January, 1937, when 
the home office declined to re- 
new his residence permit. 

The treatment is based on func- 
tions of a machine which dries and 
warms air drawn from outdoors 
and passes it over trays containing 
creosote, phenol, Iodine, glycerine, | 
oil of carlic and other oils. Suf- | 


ferers from respiratory diseases 
were cured, it is claimed, by | 
breathing the medicated air. Pat-| 


ients start with three hours of in- 
halation a day and increase this | 
graduelly to as much as 16 hours at 
a stretch.
